T. Washington was not able to appear 
In court today because of the injuries 
ho received last night, according to 
the statement of his attorney and the 
hearing of the charge against Albert 
Vlrlch, the carpenter, arrested last 
night on his complaint of felonious 
assault, was postponed until1 tomorrow. 
TJlrlch was held In $1,500 bail. Ulrlch, 
a white man, maintains today that ho 
was acting within tils rights when he 
pursued the negro educator for sex-eral 
blocks before n policeman appeared. 
Ignorant of the negro's Identity, he 
declared that his wife had complained 
to him of a negro she had met Sn the 
hallway of their flat. 


Wat Badly Cut. 


Mr. Washington, wljo was sent to 


Flower hospital, where sixteen stitches 
were taken In his scalp, asserted that 
his mission to that neighborhood was 
perfectly legitimate and ' that he had 
been, made the innocent victim of a 
xno*t atrocious assault.

•Dr, Washington told Magistrate Cor- 
nell that his client had eleven wounds 
and that one of the wounds had caused 
ft serious hemorrhage of thn ear. 


A short affidavit was then made by 


policeman Tierney, who brought TJlrlch 
to court, and on this the 'prisoner was 
held in 11,500 bail. 
A bond .was fur- 


nished, for Ulrich's appearance In court 
and he was released.

When she returned she said, that she 
had seen a negro in the hall'and that 
he spoke to her. . Mr. and Mrs. Ravette 
and Mrs. Knowles, friends of ours, 
were in the house at 'the time, t went 
out and saw a man !« the hall The 
man went out of-the-'vestibule door 
ahead of me when I came out." 


TJlrlch said he saw the negro re- 


enter the hallway and laterV saw him 
."bending flown at my door peering: 
through the keyhole." Ulrich said the 
negro' swung a blow at his jaw when 
lie asked him what he wanted and that 
then he went after the negro, who fell 
twice in his efforts to esca;pe.

The Colonel's SpMch. 


Colonel Roosevelt said in part: 
"1 regret dial Arizona was not ad- 


mitted to statehood by the last con- 
gress and 1 trust that the next con- 
gress will admit it. The objections to 
admitting it I regard as williout war- 
rant ot justice. Apparently these ob 
jections have been chiefly or entirely 
due to tlie fact 
that 
Arizona 
has 


adopted in its constitution the refer- 
endum, initiative and recall. 


"I do not agree wltn the former, but 


while I regret that 
Arizona should 


adopt the recall In tho fashion, I not 
merely admit but insist that this is a 
matter purely for .Arizona's own deci- 
sion and that the *>pinion of myselt 
or any other outsider has not slightest 
bearing on Arizona's right to the priv- 
ileges of statehood.

Question may bo has nothing what- 
ever to do with Arizona's rights to its 
own- views. 


Right Is Undeniable.

eat way I thus acknowledge your right 
to form the constitution that you have 
formed and to be admitted thereunder 
to ful! membership In the federal un- 
ion, 
I also -wish it distinctly under- 


stood that while there are many pro 
visions - in your proposed 
constitution 


with which I most heartily agree, there 
are some with which I disagree and 
notably among these is the provision 
of the recall especially affecting tlie 
judiciary. 


Judg«s Generally All Right. 


"I admit the melancholy fact trial 


there are states where judges have so 
acted as to make it justifiable and 
necessary for the 
people 
to 
adopt 


measures for retiring all such judges 
from office. 
But, speaking generally 


and as regards most communities un- 
der normal conditions, I feel that it is 
to the interest of decent citizens who 
want nothing but justice in its broad- 
est and truest sense not to adopt any 
measure which 
would make judges 


timid, "which would make them fearful 
lest deciding rightly in 
some 
given 


case might arouse a storm of anger, 
temporary but fatal. 


"Some way should be provided by 


which in extreme 
cases 
and 
after 


careful deliberation-it should be possi- 
ble to remove a judge 
even 
though 


the circumstances would not 
justify 


his impeachment: 
but I think 
that 


some much wiser method than tliat • 
you have devised in your constitution [ 
should be adopted. 


"In any event, a measure fraught 


with such possibility of mischief as the 
recall of judges.-should not be adopted 
until by. actual experiment you are 
driven to the regrettable method of 
doing away with some even worse evil. 


"Tbe initiative, referendum and re- 


call are not in themselves <5nds of 
value—they are simply means for the 
achievement of an end."

Baltimore's City-Wide congress came to a close Friday 


night, but thfi various activities which It set In motion for 
the betterment of the community arc expected to continue 
anfl increase in usefulness for the next 10 yearn. From 
this congress has been evolved a definite program of im- 
provements upon which the energies of public spirited citi- 
zens may be concentrated without waste of time and 
strength due to working At cross purposes. 
Baltimore's 


scheme la founded upon the twentieth century's business 
principle of co-operation. Hereafter the city's multifarious 
organizations will pull together. 


To other cities the most Interesting point Is the manner 


In which this co-operntlon is to be assured without the 
various -separate organizations losing their Identity. 
The 


congress has demonstrated the necessity for a sort of cen- 
tral clearing house association in which all the different 
progressive agencies will be represented. This permanent 
City-Wide congress Is to be composed of so-called organi- 
zation members, individual members and Sustaining mem- 
bers. The first will number all organizations not of a parti- 
san nature in Baltimore and Us suburbs, the second Indi- 
viduals who wish to Join the hody, and the third, persons 
or corporations contributing not less than $100 a. year. 
Each organization is to he entitled to one delegate for every 
50 msmbera on Its roll, and associations having fewer than 
50 members will be allowed one delegate. Every sustaining 
member Is to rank as a delegate, but when the sustaining 
member Is a corporation it shall appoint some person to act 
in that capacity. Each organization is to contribute $5 a 
year for every delegate it has in the congress. The associa- 
tions composing the congress are to be divided into Class 
A, composed of local commercial bodies; Class B, the public 
improvement and other civic bodies, and Class C, associa- 
tions interested in educational, recreational and remedial 
movements. 
Individuals will be permitted to choose the 


class to which they will belong.

WHY SUFFRAGE IS GAINING. 


(Minneapolis Tribune.) 


It is asked why the fireside women of Minneapolis should 


wish or think it needful to come into the open with a'some- 
what aggressive protest against what is called equal suf- 
frage. 


We hear not the least criticism of this act on the part of 


the militant suffragists: only a. kind of mild surprise, like 
that of Stevenson's Master of Ballantrae, when the old. 
servant tried to take his life, "as if a sheep bad butted 
him." It looks as if the platform women undervalued the 
tenacity and energy of the fireside women when aroused. 


Neither of these old categories is accurate. Equal suf- 


frage is championed at many cbarrr.ing firesides, and the 
antagonists aro beginning to decorate the platform, but 
they must serve for want of better. Let that go while we 
ma.ke an examination of motive. 


In the first place the broader and freer intellectual life 


of the woman's clubs has insensibly inclined them to bnl • 
ar.oing of public questions in debate, so that they are as 
well prepared to maintain their contention as the others. 
'This does not alter the 'act that their normal attitude 
toward equal suffrage has tteen considered to be passive 
Indifference. 
Tf wo examine what may have happened to 


change this attitude, wo shall reach the new spring of mo- 
tive. 


The women most passive and indifferent under the ade- 


quate protection have proved resolute and aggressive enough 
when deprived of that protection. The sudden conversion 
of clinging wives Into capable widows is a proverb. The 
world is full of dressmakers and stenographers by force of 
idle incompetent lords. May not the fireside women have 
begun to distrust the power or wish of their husbands to 
protect them from th» rising tide of agitation and decided 
to arm in their own defense?

SECRET OF EVERGLADES. 


Strange Region it Really a Decayed 


Mountain Top. 


' (Cassier's Magazine.) • 


One of the strange facts about the 


Everglades region of Florida is that it 
is really a decayed mountain top. The 
crest Is formed of massive limestone, 
usually covered by a mantle .of sand. 
In this .formation-are numberless pot- 
holes, which vary in 'size from a few- 
feet'to thousands of'acres;, also count- 
less lakes of fresh water, springs and 
frequent 
subterranean 
streams 
and 


pools. 


'A few miles-north of.-Cape Sable is 


an outcrop of limestone - which pro- 
jects to "Lake bkeechpbee. -In this out- 
crop is an extensive shallow basin ex- 
tending 130. miles north and'south and 
about. 70 miles' east and west, "while 
the altitude of its rim .is. 12''feet above 
mean low tide, in Bisca'vne bay, and a 
little less'above ttie Gulf of'Mexico. 


This rim is from 3 to 12 miles from 


the ocean edge of the coastal plain on 
the east, and an average distance of 
50 miles from the gulf on the west. So 
far as explored It extends all around 
the edge of-the basin.-forming a com- 
plete cup. As-a result.of the weather 
and flowing water the rim has been 
worn into fantastic shapes.' The depth 
of the basin extends from one foot at 
the rim to as much as 12 feet in places, 
but generally the rock floor is from a 
depth of one to six feet. 


And here is the secret of the fertility 


of the Everglades. 
Above the entire 


rock floor rises a layer of muck, formed 
of an alluvial deposit of decayed vege- 
table matter. This deposit varies from 
a few inches to several feet'in thick- 
ness. The water covering this deposit 
comes from springs that in turn have 
their source in the lake.
